This time of year is — or 
SHOULD be—CLEAN UP time 
in Sierra Madre. 

In compliance with the State 
Weed Abatement Act, the City 
is now posting properties which 
have grown weed crops that not 
only constitute a “noxious nui¬ 
sance" to allergy sufferers but 
a dry-season fire hazard. 

The weeds should be cropped 
and turned under now while 
the ground is soft, City Admin¬ 
istrator R. Merritt Baker points 
out. Property owners will have 
an opportunity to state their 
cases at a public hearing April 
27th. 

If properties haven't been 
cleared after a reasonable 
lenth of time the City crews 
will do the job—but not gratis. 
The cost will show up as a spe¬ 
cific weed clearance charge on 
the property owner's tax bill. 

It's less costly and altogether 
more satisfactory to do the job 
now in the interests of good 
grooming, civic pride and com- 
plance with the law, the ad¬ 
ministrator advises.

The minister has served the 
local church since June, 1946, 
coming here with his family 
from Winthrop, Mass. He took 
his seminary work at Harvard 
Divinity school of Harvard uni¬ 
versity and has been in the 
Congregational ministry since 
1940.

Seek Use of 
Properties for 
Parking Here 


Construction and landscaping 
relative to establishing a small 
amphitheatre in City Park will 
get underway soon to be in 
readiness for the first open air 
performance of the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre concert band. 

By motion of Councilman 
Charles H. James, council mem¬ 
ber of the City Recreation com¬ 
mission, the low bids of $760 
from Barrett Home Gardens for 
plantings and of $596 from the 
E c k e r Brothers Construction 
company of Pasadena for ce¬ 
ment work were accepted by 
the City Council Tuesday night. 

The work will be done under 
the supervision of C. Jacques 
Hahn, local landscape archi¬ 
tect, at a cost not to exceed 
$105. Hahn developed the over¬ 
all plan for park improvements 
of which the amphitheatre is 
one feature. 

It is the announced intention 
of the council to have City 
trucks move the necessary fill 
to the park location from else¬ 
where in the City and to have 
park personnel put in the lawn 
where needed.

Work in Si¬ 
erra Madre is very late on the 
schedule for completion, since 
the Whittier Narrows project 
and channels radiating from it 
upward toward the mountains 
must be completed before 
drainage channels in foothill 
areas can be constructed. 

Since the Whittier Narrows 
project will not be completed 
until 1955 and full growth of 
vegetation on the mountains 
will require many years, the 
City of Sierra Madre must ex¬ 
pect floods for at least two or 
three more winters, of magni¬ 
tude comensurate with what¬ 
ever rain falls. 

Mr. Hedger and Colonel Frye 
pointed out that many commu¬ 
nities in Los Angeles County 
have contributed to the flood 
control program by undertaking 
construction of drainage chan¬ 
nels or storm drains as corn- 
immediate plans mun ity improvements.

WHAT FUTURE HOLDS 

April 1, 1954 

To the Editor 
Sierra Madre News 

A meeting on March 25, 1954, 
at which Mr. H. E. Hedger, chief 
engineer, Los Angeles County 
Flood Control District, and 
Colonel Arthur H. Frye, Jr., Los 
Angeles district engineer, Corps 
of Engineers, U.S. Army, dis¬ 
cussed the program of flood 
control and water conservation 
in Los Angeler County, was at¬ 
tended by the writer. 

Inasmuch as no other resi¬ 
dents of Sierra Madre appear¬ 
ed to be present, and informa¬ 
tion of considerable signifi¬ 
cance to the city was given, a 
few of the highlights are tabu¬ 
lated here. 

There are 

for three debris basins in the 
Sierra Madre area, one in Car¬ 
ter Canyon, one in 
an enlargement of the one in 
Bailey Canyon. No money is 
currently available to under¬ 
take these projects but they 
can be completed before winter 
1954 if the appropriation now 
being considered by Congress is p erv i se 
approved. These basins will be 
constructed to accommodate 
200,000 cubic feet of debris 
per square mile of watershed in 
the canyons.

Yucca Trail joins Woodland i 
Drive about 1100 feet north of B 
where Woodland crosses Sierra ■ 
Madre wash. A 10-foot-high B 
wall built above the intersec- i 
■ tion by property owners some 
years ago was knocked down 
during the first rains after the 
watershed fire. As a result, 
whenever it rains enough to 
start mud and water flowing, it 
comes into Woodland, filling 
the street with debris as far as 
the bridge, according to Wat¬ 
son. I 

Two ways Watson has sug¬ 
gested for controlling the de¬ 
bris coming out of the canyon 
on to Woodland Drive are: (1) 
construction of a series of small 
check dams of wire and iron 
posts at an estimated cost of 
$50,000, and (2) construction of 
a small concrete check dam 
just above the intersection of 
Yucca at Woodland and from 
that point a flume of sufficient 
size could be built westerly in¬ 
to Sierra Madre wash, which
